One of the nation's premier collegiate volleyball coaches, Nebraska head 
coach Terry Pettit begins his 15th season as the Husker mentor with a 442-106 
record, a .807 winning percentage. Last season, Pettit guided his team to an 
unprecedented 15th consecutive Big Eight Conference championship and 
was named the conference's Coach-of-the-Year, an honor he has received 
seven times. During the 1990 season, the Huskers registered a a 32-3 record, 
their eighth consecutive NCAA tournament appearance, a third trip to the 
NCAA Final Four in a five year span, and a third-place national finish. 


In 1989, he was named the American Volleyball Coaches Association Midwest Region Coach-of-the-Year, 
marking the third time he has garnered that prestigious honor. In 1986, when he guided Nebraska to its first 
NCAA Final Four appearance and a runner-up finish, he was honored as the AVCA National Coach-of-the-Year. 


Pettit, a 1968 graduate of Manchester (Ind.) College, is in his 18th year of collegiate coaching, serving 14 at 
Nebraska and three at Louisburg (N.C.) College. Pettit posted his 450th career victory and his 400th at Ne- 
braska during the 1989 campaign, and looks for his 450th at Nebraska and 500th career this season. During 
the last nine seasons, his Nebraska teams have maintained 110 consecutive weeks of AVCA or NCAA Top 20 
rankings, 98 of which have been in the Top 10. 


In Pettit’s 14 years with the Huskers, he has trained 16 All-Americans, 10 GTE Academic All-Americans, three 
GTE Academic All-Americans-of-the-Year, two Olympians, a Honda/Broderick Award winner, two Big Eight 
Conference Female Athletes-of-the-Year, and 61 All-Big Eight selections. 


In 1989, he was the head coach of the U. S. National women's "B" team , one of many ina long list of national 


coaching assignments. He has served as guest speaker at many local, regional and national functions, 
including the 1984, 1987 and 1989 American Volleyball Coaches Association National Conventions,

1991 HUSKER VOLLEYBALL SEASON OUTLOOK 


“The Tradition Continues" is not just a slogan for the 
1991 Nebraska volleyball team...it’s a fact. Nebraska, 
under the direction of head coach Terry Pettit, has won 
15-consecutive Big Eight Conference Championships, 
eight straight NCAA tournament appearances, three 
NCAA Final Four appearances, and a 442-106 Nebraska 
record for a .807 winning percentage. Last Season NU 
set a national record with a 3,031 average attendance in 
1990 figure. 

The 1991 Huskers have five returning starters from 
last season's team, which finished with a 32-3 record 
and a third-place finish at the NCAA tournament. Coach 
Pettit said, “I think that you need at least eight or nine 
players to compete for a national championship. In our 
starting six this year, we are going to have five very ex- 
perienced and good volleyball players. My concern is 
with positions six, 
seven and eight. 
Becky Bolli was as 
effective a back row 
player as there was 
in the country last 
year, and Linda 
Barsness was one of 
the best attackers 
coming off the 
bench. Those roles 
are going to be diffi- 
cult to fill, and in many 
ways, are at least as. 
important, if not more 
important than los- 
ing a starter. " 

The starter gone 
from last season is 
two-time All-America 
setter Val Novak. 
Pettit said, "I think we have two exceptional athletes who 
will compete for that position, in Nikki Stricker (a 1990 
starter at middle blocker) and freshman Christy Johnson. 
Niki and Christy have tremendous potential and will 
motivate each other to a higher level of play. They will 
also allow us to explore the possibility of using a two- 
setter system. Whichever one is not the starting setter 
will find a way to make a significant contribution to the 
team." 

The other returning starters*include Janet Kruse, 
Cris Hall, Eileen Shannon, and Stephanie Thater, 
Pettit said, "Janet and Stephanieare All-Americans, Cris 
had an All-American year and Eileen led the team in kills 
as a freshman and was second as a sophomore. The 
question for us is who is going to fill the middle blocker 
position opposite Stephanie. We have lots of options. 
Cris Hall could do it or it could be any one of three 
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freshmen, Rachel Errthum, Kim Tonniges or Peggy 
Meyer. If Cris plays middle blocker, Laura Luther, or 
Debbie Brand could take one of the outside hitter 
positions. | really won't have any idea until after fall camp 
astowhich one...but | suspect that out of that group one 
will emerge as a very strong player." 

Looking at the foundation of this season's team, 
Pettit said, "We return a very dynamic and experienced 
core group of players. But the real key to having a very 
consistent season and developing into a great team, will 
be the development of the team’s depth to complement 
the returning starters." 

Not only is Nebraska blessed with a solid group of 
experienced players, but Pettit feels that the leadership 
from the players will be an obvious strength. "Janet 
Kruse, who has startrd for three years and is the most 
consistent player we 
have had at Nebraska. 
Alot of her leadership 
is verbal, supportive 
and her ability to rec- 
ognize what needs to 
happen in certain situ- 
ations. Cris Hall leads 
in a different manner. 
Sheleadswith her per- 
formance and physical 
presence. | believe that 
Nikki and Christy are 
both natural leaders. | 
also think that other 
people ontheteamwill 
Jead in quieter, but no 
less important ways. 
Stephanie and Eileen 
will provide leadership, 
justin the fact thatthey 
have played so many matches against good teams." 

Nebraska by positions: Pettit said, "In the setter 
position, we have potentially the two best setters we 
have had here at one time. Both Nikki and Christy are 
the type of people that will make a team successful. As 
acoach that spends a lot of time working with setters, it 
is exciting to have so much talent at that positon." 

At the middle blocker position, Nebraska returns 
one of the best in Stephanie Thater. Pettit Said, "Stepha- 
nie isan elite player. She has the potential to become as 
good at her position as anyone in the country. | think we 
will be better at this position, because the other middle 
blocker will be physically bigger than last year and we 
will have more depth. We have enough people so that 
whoever plays opposite Stephanie's spot will be very 
good. 

Three of the best outside hitters in the country, 


Kruse, Hall and Shannon, will again make life uncomfort- 
able for opponents. Along with Luther and Brand and 
Pettit feels the outside hitter position is very stong. “I'm 
not sure any team in the country has a group that can 
compare With our outside hitters," Pettit said. 


The defensive specialist position, which was played 
so effectively by Becky Bolli for four seasons, will be 
difficult to fill quickly. Pettit said, “Of the six freshmen 
coming in, four have jump serves. I’m hoping one of the 
freshmen develops consistency as the season progresses. 
Tami Thompson and Kelly Aspergren have good 
jump serves and were recruited with that in mind. Johnson 
and Errthum also have jump serves. 


Again this season, like inthe past, Nebraska has as- 
sembled an outstanding schedule of opponents, includ- 
ing 1990 NCAA champion UCLA, and NCAA tournament 
participants Kentucky, Wisconsin, Wyoming, Texas, New 
Mexico, Texas Tech, Brigham Young, Maryland, Pacific 
and Illinois. “I think the non-conference schedule will 
prepare us for our conference season and the NCAA 
tournament.” 


The Big Eight Conference this season looks to be 
improved but just how much remains to be seen. Pettit 
said, "It is hard for me to say how much stronger the Big 
Eight will be this year. Nebraska, Colorado, Oklahoma, 
lowa State and Kansas are all good teams. With only 
four qualifying for Big Eight Tournament, one strong 
team isn’t going to make it." 


The home of Husker volleyball this fall will be the 
Bob Devaney Sports Center while the NU Coliseum un- 
dergoes renovation. Pettit thinks that itis a good oppor- 
tunity for the Huskers. “It is an excellent facility and | 
know our team will play well there," said Pettit, And it will 
give us the opportunity to set some attendance records. 
Something may be said for the fact that it lacks the 
intimacy of the Coliseum, but it is probably the best al- 
ternative in the country. | don't know many coaches in 
the country that would complain about playing in an 
arena that seats 14,000 and the possibilities of leading 
the nation in attendance for a second straight year. 
There are some inconveniences, but those are the small 
sacrifices we make to end up with one of the best 
volleyball facilities in the country when the remodeling of 
the NU Coliseum is completed this spring.” 


Pettit said, “It really comes down to the fact that 
there are about five or six teams that have a legitimate 
chance to win the national championship. Our No. 1 
concern is health. We have got to be healthy going into 
the NCAA tournament. We have a plan and we have the 
exceptional student-athletes that are committed to that 
plan. It's going to be a great year." 


The Future "Husker House" 


In 1992, the new-and-improved NU Coli- 
seum will become one of the premier volleyball 
arenas in the country. The facility wil be up- 
graded to seat 5,000 fans,with the addition of a 
new locker room, study lounge, coaches’ of- 
fice, press room, playing surface, lights, and air 
conditioning. The facility may be changing, 
but the intimacy, the facade and all the other 
Positive things will remain and it will continueto 
beagreat placeto playand watch great Husker 
volleyball for years to come.

Cris Hall is undoubtedly one of the most talented athletes at Nebraska, earning 1990 
All-Big Eight volleyball first-team honors last fall, and then, All-America honors at the 
1991 NCAA Indoor Track and Field Championships witha sixth-place finish in the high 
jump and was Big Eight champion at the outdoor meet, . A former State of Kansas high 
jump and long jump champion, Hall has played on the U.S, National Volleyball “B" 
Team, as well as in the U.S. Olympic Festival. 


For her career, Hall has amassed 833 kills in 260 games for a 3.20 per-game average. 
She has had 40 matches with 10 or more kills and has had 20 or more seventimes. She 
has recorded 64 service aces, 164 blocks, 591 digs and a .244 hitting percentage. 


In 1990, Hall led the Huskers with 403 kills for a 3.84 per-game average and helped the Huskers to a 10th-place, 
16.23 national finish average. She had a season-high 26 kills against UCLA, while posting career-best of six service 
aces against Kansas State and five blocking assists against Brigham Young. She earned first-team All-Big Eight, 
Mideast All-Region, NCAA Mideast Regional All-Tournament and Phillips 66 Academic All-Big Eight, while adding 
all-tournament honors in four other invitationals. In four matches during the 1990 NCAA Tournament, she 
registered 66 kills (4.71 per-game) and had a .316 hitting efficiency. 


In 1989, Hall suffered minor back problems early in the season, but came back to earn all-tournament honors at 
both the Big Eight Conference Championship and the NCAA Mideast Region Tournament. She was third on the 
team with 367 kills, and added 71 blocks, 291 digs and a .214 hitting percentage. Her 291 digs ranked second on 
the team and eighth-best ever by a Husker. During the 1989 NCAA Tournament, she led Nebraska with 82 kills and 
45 digs in 16 games, while adding four service aces and 12 blocks. She posted a career-high 28 kills. against Illinois 
and a .464 hitting percentage against Illinois State in the first round of the NCAA Tournament, 


In 1988, Hall converted her multi-sport talents to just volleyball and received limited court time. She played in 52 
games, registering 63 kills, 20 blocks, 18 digs and one service ace. She had a high of nine kills against Oklahoma 
in the NCAA Championships, and a personal best of four blocks against Colorado in the finals of the Big Eight 
Conference Tournament.

A two-time first-team Russell All-America, 1989 third-team and 1990 first-team GTE 
Academic All-America and GTE Academic All-America Volleyball Athlete-of-the-Y ear 
selection, Janet Kruse has already mixed athletics and academics to national recog- 
nition proportions. An impact performer, she became the first-ever true sophomore 
volleyball player in the Big Eight Conference to earn All-America status and last 
summer made her third straight appearance in the U.S. Olympic Festival. 


For her career, Kruse has already registered 1,002 kills in 101 consecutive matches 
for a 3.01 per-game average. She has a .296 career hitting percentage, 65 service 
aces, 226 blocks and 637 digs. She has had 35 matches with 10 or more kills, eight 
with 20 or more and the second best match total of 33, established in her sophomore season. 


In 1990, she became the first Husker to ever reach the 1,000-kill plateau as a junior, registering 395 kills and ending 
her third season at 1,002. She had a.314 hitting percentage for the season and .361 in Big Eight Conference action. 
She earned her second-straight All-Big Eight selection and was voted the MVP of the conference tournament. She 
had a season-high 25 kills against Kansas and 21 matches with 10 or more kills. 


In 1989, her 463 kills ranked second on the team and fifth on the NU all-time season list. She led the team with 298 
digs, the seventh-best total ever by a Husker, was second on the team with 140 blocks and third with a .330 hitting 
percentage. She registered Nebraska’s second-best single-match kill total with 33 against Bowling Green, while 
totaling 54 in five matches in the 1989 NCAA Tournament. Along with her All-America and academic All-America 
honors, she earned first-team All-Big Eight, Big Eight all-tournament, academic All-Big Eight , AVCA All-Region and 
NCAA Mideast Region all-tournament selections. 


In 1988, Kruse played in 93 games for the Huskers and recorded 144 kills and a .166 hitting percentage. She had 
a personal best of 18 kills against NCAA champion Texas, finished the season with 13 service aces, 43 blocks and 
57 digs. She posted a perfect 4.0 GPA as a freshman, earning Big Eight Academic Honor Roll selection.

Debbie Brand has made the most of her trip halfway around the world to participate in 
collegiate athletics. The 5-9 former Austrailian National Team member received signifi- 
cant court time during her first two seasons in a Husker uniform. She continues to add 
great depth to the Nebraska offensive attack and has received honors for her 
outstanding classroom work. 


In 1990, Brand, or “Mate,” as her teammates call her, appeared in 32 of the Huskers’ 
35 matches and played in 63 games. She was mostly used as a backrow, defensive 
specialist, registering three service aces and 45 digs. She earned honorable-mention 
Phillips 66 Academic All-Big Eight and was on the 1991 Big Eight Academic Honor Roll, 
posting a 3.06 grade-point average in exercise science. 


In 1989, Brand played in 28 matches and 62 games during her first season in the 
United States. During the season, she had 42 kills, 73 digs, three blocks and four 
service aces. Against Bowling Green, Brand had a personal best of 12 kills and anda Nebraska four-game, season- 
high 21 digs.

EILEEN SHANNON * 6-0 * Outside Hitter * Junior * Elmhurst, Ill. 


A first-team All-Big Eight selection as a freshman and two-time Big Eight All-Tourna- 
ment performer, Eileen Shannon has been a two-year starter for the nationally-ranked 
Huskers. She has registered a career total of 815 kills, the highest ever for a Nebraska 
sophomore. She has a two-year average of 3.53 kills per game with a .259 hitting 
efficiency, while registering 154 blocks and 566 digs. She made her second-consecu- 
tive appearance in the U.S. Olympic Festival last summer, joining teammates Janet 
Kruse and Stephanie Thater. 


In 1990, Shannon was third on the team with 346 kills for a 3.04 per-game average and 
0.70 blocks per game, helping the Huskers to their 15th consecutive Big Eight 
Conference championship and back-to-back NCAA Final Four appearances. She had 
18 matches with 10-or-more kills, bringing her two-year total to 46. She had a season- 
high 22 kills against UCLA and posted a career-high .714 hitting percentage against 
Nebraska-Omaha. 


In 1889, Shannon led the Huskers with 479 kills, the third-highest season total ever bya Husker. She posted a .287 
hitting percentage on 1,116 attacks, while recording 28 service aces, 74 blocks and 283 digs. The attack total ranks 
third on NU's all-time list, while her 283 digs were third best on the team. She had a personal-best, and tied for the 
fourth-best, five-game, single-match kill mark at 32 in a match against Kentucky, and posted a high of four service 
aces against UCLA in the semifinals at the 1989 NCAA Final Four. Her 77 attacks against Kentucky tied the 
Nebraska record for a five-game match and her 25 kills against Pittsburgh set a three-game record. She had 28 
matches with 10 or more kills, seven with 20 or more and one with over 30. In the five matches in the 1989 NCAA 
Tournament, She had 63 kills, hit .291 and had 45 digs. Shannon earned NCAA All-Tournament, AVCA Midwest Alll-

Perhaps one of the most dominating volleyball players to ever don the Nebraska 
Scarlet and Cream, Stephanie Thater is primed for her junior season. A 1990 second- 
team All-America and first-team All-Big Eight honoree, Thater beings her third season 
with career marks of 405 kills, 248 blocks, 132 digs, 19 service aces and a .371 hitting 
percentage. She made her second straight appearance in the U.S. Olympic Festival 
last summer, along with teammates, Eileen Shannon and Janet Kruse. 


In 1990, Thater became the latest in the line of great Nebraska middle blockers, joining 
former All-Americans Karen Dahlgren and Virginia Stahr. Thater set Nebraska records 
with 197 total blocks and a 1.67 per-game average. She had 19 matches with 10-or- 
more kills and two times had double-doubles with 10-or-more kills and blocks. She 
earned all-tournament honors at the Big Eight Championships, the lllini Invitational, the 
FirsTier Invitational and was a Big Eight Player-of-the-Week. 


In 1989, Thater played in 53 games, registering 55 kills and a .311 hitting percentage. She collected 49 blocks and 
20 digs, while getting her first and only service ace against Kansas. She had personal highs of nine kills and eight 
blocks in a five-game match against Kentucky. She had her best hitting percentage of .750 in a match with seven 
kills on eight attacks against Missouri. Thater played on the South squad at the 1990 U.S. Olympic Festival, one 
of three Huskers to participate in the annual event. A 1988 first-team Reebok High School All-American and AAU 
All-America selection, Stephanie Thater has been nicknamed “Crater” by her teammates because of her powerful 
hitting style.

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Bob Devaney 


Athletic Director 


Bob Devaney continues to lead the Nebraska Athletic Department with the same vigor, enthusiasm 
and administrative excellence that marked him as one of America's greatest football coaches during 


his colorful gridiron career. 


Devaney is in his 30th year of providing drive, leadership and pride in the Cornhusker athletic 
program. He arrived in 1862, charged with the mission of building a successful football program, and 
he suceeded far beyond anyone's expectations. During an 11-year stint as Husker football coach, 
Devaney’s teams won 101, lost only 20 and tied two for a winning percentage of .829. His career mark 


of 136-30-7 for an .806 ranked him as the winningest coach in the nation at the time of his retirement 
in 1973. Devaney’s teams won eight Big Eight Conference titles and two national championships during the 1962-72 span, with his teams 
going to nine bowl games, He twice won four consecutive Big Eight titles. 

Since becoming athletic director in 1967, Devaney has brought the same success to the overall Husker athletic program that he brought 
to the football program. Under his leadership, Nebraska annually sets the pace in the the Big Eight Conference all-sports race with solid 


entries in all men's and women's sports. 


Under Devaney's guidance, Memorial Stadium has been enlarged, artificial turf has been installed and replaced three times, a Stadium 
Office building was constructed, and sports facilities such as the Otto and Gladys Baumann Baseball Complex, Buck Beltzer Stadium, Ed 
Weir Track, a new indoor practice facility, and the women's softball complex have come into being. 

Itwas Devaney's leadership, working in conjunction with the Nebraska Legislature, that resulted in the passage of a cigarette tax to provide 
funds for a new athletic complex, the basketball arena-indoor track-swimming and other sports building which opened on the State Fair 
Grounds in 1976, University of Nebraska Regents recognized Devaney's contributions to that four-and-a-half-acre structure by naming it 


the Bob Devaney Sports Center in 1978. 


Agraduate of Alma (Michigan) College in 1939, Devaney served as a high school coach at Big Beaver, Keego Harbor, Saginaw and Alpena 
in Michigan before joining Biggie Munn and Duffy Daugherty at Michigan State. In 1957, he became head coach at Wyoming where his 


teams posted a 35-10-5 record.

‘Your host at Nebraska is Assistant Sports Information Director/Women's Sports Information Director Terry L. Beek. All requests 
for passes for working press, radio, television and photography must be directed to Beek at the Sports Information Office, 116 South 
Stadium, Lincoln, Neb. 68588-0123. Media passes which cannot be mailed in advance are held at the willcall window, under the ramp on 
the south side of the Bob Devaney Sports Center. 

Coach Terry Pettit's interview times: The best time to reach Coach Pettit for interviews during the week is from 10 a.m. to noon, 
at (402) 472-2399. Player interviews during the week, must be set up through the Sports Information Office. 

Working media personnel are seated in the courtside press area, on the south side of the Bob Devaney Sports Center arena level. 
Photographers may shoot from the south side, or either of the ends (east or west) outside the basketball court area, but NOT behind the 
bench area. All media and photographers must have a press pass to occupy these areas. Non- working press and scouts are allowed in 
the press area if room permits, but a seat assignment request must be made in advance. 

Post-match interviews with the coaches and players are conducted on the court, following a 10-minute cooling-off period, should 
the staff request. Press members are reminded that Nebraska policy prohibits media access to the locker room at any time. 

Press facilities are located just off the arena level to the southeast. Telephones are provided on a first-come, first-serve basis, with 
collect or credit card access. Complete post-game statistical packets, including NCAA box and play-by-play, may be picked up in the press 
room following each match. There is also a FAX machine available and requests should be made to the sports information representative 
before the match begins.
